Misery—Aid by Americans. 


ROME, Jans 17.—Dispatches . fr 
points in the earthquake zone emphasize 
the fact that severe’ Winter weather is 
adding to the misery of’ the survivors, 
many of whom are without shelter of 
any kind. .Urgent appeals for food are 
coming from many places. 

One of the most frantic appéals has 
been received from’ Petrellaliri, 3,500 
feet high, on Mount Arungo,.eight miles 
from Tagliacozzo.

Was Close Friend:and Adviser of the 
Late President of Mexico. — 


Roque Gonzales Garza was at one 
time the private secretary to the late 
President Francisco I, Madero, and 
was with Madero during the entire 
Chihuahua campaign of the late Win- 
ter and early Spring of 1911 which end-, 
ed in the defeat of the loyal Porfirio 
Diaz troops at Ciudad Juarez. and 
paved the way for the abdication of 
the. famous. old. warrior-President. In 
May...1911; when -Madero and Judge 
{| Francisco Carbajal, the latter repre- 
}Senting Gen. Diaz, were trying to reach

in Mexico, Garza’s chief duty’ was to 
maintain a semblance of peace among 
the jealous subordinates of Madero.

It is tin- 
possible to gét them unloaded. Hence: 
there is no use trying to chartér ad- 
ditional ships to go to these congested 
ports, because we could not gét then 
returned. It takes under current con- 
ditions dleven steamers to do the work 
of five. 

Mr. FRANKLIN’S own company has 
20,000 tons of undischarged cargo at 
Tilbury Dock, London, and there are 
similar conditions at the Albert Dock, 
There is a scarcity of longshoremen, 
and the lighters havé beén com- 
mandeered to make a boat bridge.

“TAXES. ON EX EXPORTS - 


Forbidden by the “the Constitution; as is 
an Embargo. by Implication. 


To the Bditor of The New York Times: 

The sudden drop in the wheat market 
at Chicago on Saturday was caused by 
@ rumor that there.was talk in Wash- 
ington of a prohibition of the exporta- 
tion of wheat. The Constitution of the 
United States, Article I, Section 9, 
Clause 5, says: ‘‘ No tax or duty shall 
be laid on articles — from any 
State.”’ 

Story on the Constitution, Vol, I, p. 
702, says that by this clause ‘‘ the power 
is wholly taken away to meddle with the 
subject of exports,’’' In the view of this 
distinguished jurist, neither. the Presi- 
dent, nor Congress, nor any State Legis- 
lature, nor all combined, can impose a 
tax on exports. A fortiori none of them, 
nor all combined, can impose a total pro- 
hibition on exports. -An excessive tax 
is» the équivalent of prohibition, and 
vice versa. 

How did it happen then that an em- 
bargo was enacted at the instance of 
President Jefferson in 1808 and another 
at that of President Madison in 18187? 
These ill-starred acts which so seriously 
detracted from the fame of those Pres- 
idents as practical statesmen, and which 
came near. disrupting the Union, are 
discussed at ‘large in Henry Adams's 
History of the United States. Mr. Adams’ 
believes that they were unconstitutional, 
although the earlier one was sustained 
by ‘the only Judge before whom it was 
brought in a litigated case. The second 
one remained on the statute book only 








remoter regions of the South having 
rarely been punished in a way 80 
shameful and threatening to one's 
faith in the power of civilization. Yet 
the whole dreadful affair was due en- 
tirély to, the arousing of the mob 
spirit, the greatest danger with which 
eivilization must. contend. It must 
ever be guarded against, not only in 
Georgia but throughout the country, 
in. the larger cities as well as the 
ruder districts. Justice and mercy 
alike are powerless, reason and pru- 
dence vanish where the gob holds 
sway. 

Gov. SLATon has acted promptly, and 
the course he has taken is the rigft one 
to insure an early apprehension and 
conviction of the murderers. Only by 
that means can the tendency to mob 
violence be cured.

DEATHS AT MIDDLE AGE. 


After 30 Years, Dr. Fisk Finds, 
' Rate Is Increasing. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I wish to thank you for the fairness maril- 

fested in your editorial article of Jan, 8 
commenting ‘on an. alléged extract trom my 
resent addrégs before the American “Assocter | 
tien for the Advancement of Sctence.- The 
paragraph you have quoted, however, is not 
mire. 

It fs true that I produced evidence tend- 
ing to that at middle life and later 
the American of today shows a diminished 
vitality as compared with the American of 
thirty years ago, Registration statistics and 
life insurance statistics show that the death 
rate in this country is inc¢reasing at the 
later age periods, and that the death rate 
from diseases of the heart, blood vessels, and 
kidneys, which affect chiefly those at mid- 
Gle life and later, has increased during the 
last thirty years. This is not merely an ap- 
parent increase due to improvement in diag- 
nosis, but an actual increase, as these dis- 
eases have besu followed back as one group, 
and thus errors in diagnosis or changes in 
reporting are necessarily kept within the 
group. 

In England an@ Wales there has been no 
such Increase either in the death rate from 
these degenerative —* or in the death 


rate at the later age —— 
The expectation of life in ‘this. country has 
not increased at the older ages, although a 
decided increasé is apparent at the younger

© diseases,
